disclosed that pecuniary trouble did 
not cause the suicide of , Freeland 
Deshon, the 
Wealthy farmer w}»p 


killed himself at his home, south of 
this city. Deshon was tjie victim of 
renlorse, and when the hideout T*rong 
he had committed tagainst his _ wife 
and children arose to confront him he 
could not face it, and took his life. 


Several weeks ago Deshon disap 


peared sxiddenly .and could not be 
found. He was rich and highly re- 
spected and no reason was known for 
his . nrysterions disappearance. 
Tho 


country was searched in vain. 


One day he reappeared at his home 


as suddenly as he.had f?one away. He 
greeted his:wife and children.in a hes- 
itating manner, but offered no expla- 
nation for his absence. They gath- 
ered about him and made inquiries, 
but he did not answer. Deshon sal 
down at a table in the corner of the 
room and took a picture from his 
pocket. It was the photograph of a 
woman, and after looking at it Ions 
and earnestly the farmer turned it 
over and wrote on the white surface 
"We shall never meet again." 


He threw the picture in the direc 


tion of his wife, and while slie looket 
at it he drew a revolver from his pocke 
and shot himself in the riRht temple 
An instant later his head was in hi 
wife's arms and he died without speak 
ing. 


When Coroner Islaub^held an m 


quest the next day, the cause of Da- 
shon's suicide was not revealed. His 
wife did not then know the name of 
the strange woman wTiose picture he 
had given her, and had not learned 
what a blow she was to suffer. 


Since Deslion was buried the story 


has been learned, and his widow has 
told it to the coroner. Deshon ran 
»way with another woman, and re- 
pented the step he had taken a week 
after their flight. Several months ago 
he met Mrs. Denie Spee,r§, of this city, 
and, Jftecama 
infatuated, with her; 


They met frequently at the home .of 
her Sister and at other places, but no 
whisper of it reached Deshon's wife. 
The elopement followed. Where they 
were hidden from the time they, left 
Missouri until Deshon came baijk 
to end his wretched existence has not 
been learned, although their flieht 
has been traced to places in Kansas, 
where they were known as Daniel 
Speers and wife. The woman is known 
to have lived at Smitih Center, Kan., 
but they did not go there. The pho- 
tograph Deshon brought back with 
him is still in the possession of his 
widow. It pictures a face that is 
beautiful—and was fatal to the un- 
fortunate farmer.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April is.— A fa- 


tal riot occurred Thursday night at 
Siloam Springs, near here, among the 
railroad men employed on construc- 
tion work. Two of the rioters were 
killed in 
self-defense by Deputy 


United States Marshal Proctor, and 
two men who had previously quar- 
relled among themselves were fatally 
wounded by each other. 
There has been trouble for some 


months on account of the laborers be- 
ing divided as to nationality, the na- 
tive Americans being arrayed against 
the foreigners. A serious row started 
two or three weeks ago, and only the 
prompt intervention of the officers 
prevented bloodshed. 
Thursday night Glendenning and 


Fleming, two of the' laborers, quar- 
reled on some private account. Pis- 
tols were drawn and both fired at each 
other. When they fell fatally wounded 
all the men in the camp, were at- 
tracted to the scene of the shooting. 
The excitement precipitated the riot 
which had been so long pent up. 
Aliens and Americans fought fero- 
ciously with clubs, knives and stones, 
and there was much firing at random 
on both sides. 


Deputy Marshal Proctor ordered the 


rioters to disperse, but he was, set 
upon by the bloodthirsty natives anu 
shot. Seeing that his life was in dan- 
ger, he shot at his assailants, killing 
two. The officer was seriously wounded 
twice, but his brave and prompt ac- 
tion stopped the riot. A few of the ri- 
oters were arrested.and the others es- 
caped.

The 22d annual convention of the Ill- 


inois Equal Suffrage Association closed 
last night, and the delegates have de- 
parted for their homes. 


The closing address was given by Mrs. 


L. C. Shea, of Danville, her subject be- 
ing "General progress in legislative work 
and reference to the flag owned by the 
Association." In the course of her 
speech she gave a history of the flag 
which was presented to the society in 
1894. The flag has a star for each state 
in the Union, and the stars representing 
Colorado and Wyoming were much 
larger than the others, showing that 
these states were more enlightened than 
the others are, as they had granted suf- 
frage to women. The flag was exhibited 
on the platform, and the speaker eaid 
that it would be given to the Woman's 
Club of this city to be cared for until 
tho next meeting of the society. 


Mrs. Smith moved that the little girls, 


Bertie Troutman and Mary Allison, who 
had acted as pages during the session, 
should each be presented with a little 
book on the suffrage question to show 
the appreciation ol the society for their 
efficient work. 


The 
resolutions 
adopted included 


thanks to the Woman's Ciub, to the 
people for home entertainment, the 
clergy, the press and the pages for their 
services and courtesies, and further: 
"We desire to recognize the sacrificing 
labor of the president and secretary who 
have done so much for the state work, 
and especially to give expression of our 
deep obligations to Mrs. McCulloch, 
of the legislative committee, for her 
laborious attention to suffrage work, 
to which we owe the fact that we have 
two women holding office as trustees of 
the State University." 


Resolved, That the Illinois* Equal 


Suffrage Association work on strictly 
non-partisan and non-sectarian lines, as 
wo believe in so doing we may best com- 
bine people of all shades of politics and 
religions on the one line of equal suffrage. 


Resolved, That we congratulate the 


suffrage workers of Illinois on the 
progress being made at 
home and 


abroad. In our state we have recogni- 
tion of all parties in their nominating 
conventions, and the recognition of the 
justice of our demands by the election 
of women to the trusteeship of the state 
university. Especially do 
we con- 


gratulate the women of Colorado on be- 
ing represented in the general assembly 
by those who best understand what the 
rights and privileges of woman should 
bo, and for giving Wyoming the support 
and companionship of another state 
upon their banner of full freedom. 
Looking abroad we are encouraged by 
the growth of recognition of our princi- 
ples in all civilized nations, even far off 
Australia having extended political priv- 
ileges to women over a territory as great 
as from our Atlantic seaboard to the 
Mississippi river. 


Resolved, That we have received great 


inspiration in the convention by the par- 
ticipation of foreign born women of 
great influence among their countrymen, 
and as they are denied in this land of 
freedom the rights of franchise which 
they have enjoyed in many foreign mon- 
archies we invite their co-operation in 
securing for us and themselves a fuller' 
measure of the liberty and equality 
guaranteed by the constitution of the 
nation of their adoption. 


The report for the committee on plan 


of work was made by Mrs. Washburn of 
Chicago. It was resolved to either elect 
a corresponding secretary or hire an as- 
sistant for the president; to make a more 
close and thorough organization in the 
districts; that the district presidents 
should appoint committees to interview 
members of other organizations on the 
equal suffrage question.

High. School Improvement. 


Friday afternoon at a meeting or tho 


board of education a charge was made 
in the plan for securing more room in 
the High school. By previous action 
the board had decided to build a new 
building on the west side of the present 
one at an ultimate cost of about $45,000, 
and involving an immediate outlay of 
about $20,000. After due deliberation 
this action has been rescinded. At the 
meeting yesterday it was decided to 
build an addition of six rooms to the 
rear of the north end of the present 
building and a sketch for the same sub- 
mitted by I. D. Stine was accepted. The 
advantage urged for the addition is 
that it will only involve an outlay of 
$8,000 or 810,000 at present and that fur 
ther additions to the building can bo 
readily made in the future. The pro 
posed annex was to have been of only 
six rooms, so that the same increase of 
facilities will be secured with half the 
outlay. 


M. G, Patterson's sketch^ a plab for 


the new four-room building to be built 
in the northwestern part of town was 
accepted. The president was directed 
to issue an order for $3,000 payable June 
1 to F. P. Roach for the five lots on the 
corner of Monroe and Pugh streets where 
the new building is to be erected. 


The superintendent was directed to 


invite a committee of the faculty of the 
University of Michigan to visit the High 
school.

NEW YOBK, April 13.—R. G. Dun <k 


Co.'* weekly review of trade, issued to- 
day, says: 


Progress toward better business con- 


tinues, but it is slow and meets many 
obstacles. In speculative as in whole- 
sale, demand for goods show improve- 
ment. 
Money markets are undis- 


turbed, with a little more demand. 
Among the chief obstacles is the 
nnxlety of operatives to secure better 
•wages, even while many works are 
running without profit and others at 
.t.he risk of loss. In a number of 
' establishments better wages have been 


conceded, thus increasing the purchas- 
ing power of the people; but strikes 
have largely overbalanced settlements, 
t«veral of importance having thrown 
about 12.000 workers out of employ- 
ment this week. 


Retail trade has improved on the 


•whole since March 1, as the approach 
of Easter brings more business, but 
distribution to individual consumers 
ntill lags behind purchases of jobbers, 
.and such demand for products as 
uprlngs from building and other in- 
-vestments looking into the future. 
'Crop prospects will greatly effect the 
oourse of trade for some months, and 
•the government report has little influ- 
ence to discourage. For consumers 
•the worst feature i* the rapid advance 
{in meats. 
For the first time in a long period, 


•prices of commodities average a shade 
Jaighcr than a year ago, and in 
Great Britain also, owing to different 
oaubes. a blight advance occurred in 
"March. On both sides of the ocean the 
lowest level ever known may natur- 
ally be followed by some rise. Cotton 
Is on both sides more buoyant than 


* anything else except meats and pe- 


troleum here, crude oil having risen to 
31.80, the highest price for over seven- 
teen years. 


Nothing supports the advance of an 


teighth in cotton the past week except 
the impression that the next crop will 
"be short, for receipts are large, and 
about 150,000 bales more than the larg- 
est crop ever grown have already come 
onto sight this year. 


Wheat has yielded nearly 1 cent, 


although Atlantic exports for two 
weeks have been 3,706,043, bushels, 
flour included, against 3,590,688 last 
;year, with western receipts of only 
.3,588,407, against 1,233,434 last year. 


Receipts of corn are about half and 


(exports about one-fourth of last year's, 


Decrease in receipts of cattle are ex- 


aggerated, 659,406 having arrived at 
Chicago, against 789,543 to date last 
year, and the prevalent opinion is that 
western packers are helping nature to 
tome extent. 


Domestic trade, shown by payments 


through clearinghouses, is 7.8 per 
cent, larger than last year, but 20 Z 
per cent, smaller than in 1693. About 
this time a few years ago retail busi- 
ness began to drop off and mills to 
close, but half the difference in the 
volume of business is due to the fall in 
prices. Railroad earnings for the first 
week of April show an increase of less 
than 1 per cent, over last year, and re- 
turns covering $35,116,527 within the 
Dnited States, for March, were 13.1 
per cent, leas than in 1893, while our 
returns covering 849,961,505 for Febru- 
tvry are 13.1 per cent, less than in 1893. 


Tonnage from Chicago the first week 


of April was 81,361 smaller than last 
year, but a slight increase is seen at 
other points. The last week for ex- 
port* was especially good, showing an 
increase of 18 per cent., but March re- 
turns for the principal products show 
• decrease of (5,253,481, or 11.5 per 
cent., against an increase of 10 per 
cent, in imports at New York. 


The output of pig iron April 1 was 
l!iS,l.« tons weekly, practically the 
same as March 1, with a decrease o: 
1,080 tons in unsold stocks during the 
month. Doubtless heavy stocks were 
taken up by manufacturers in antici- 
pation of a strike in coke works, but 
the apparent consumption is larger 
than at any other time for some 
months, and only a sixth less than 
March, 1892. Bessemer iron has ad- 
vanced a little further, to 910.95 at 
Pittsburgh, but there is no change 
which varies the price* of finished 


' goods; and while) the demand con- 


tinues good for structural forms and a 
little better for bar, the marked de- 
crease in demand for wire, owing1 to 
the scant purchases of farmers for 
fencing, affects the outlook. It seems 
probable that pig iron must recede un- 
less a larger demand for finished prod- 
ucts is soon developed. 


The shoe manufacture continues to 
lead all industries with shipments oJ 
over 30 per cent, larger in number ol 
eases than a year fo, though not in 
value, while orders have been more 
liberal at advanced prices.

and Japan

Shipp, Jr , who killed the negro Sam 
Brown here Sunday night, was taken 
before Judge Bullock for preliminary 
trial yesterday morning at 10 o'clock. 
Owing to the fact that the grand jury 
is investigating the case and will soon 
indict him for murder, the hearing was 
put off until Tuesday next. 


A mob of 3,000 negroes and 1,000 


whites swarmed in and around the 
courthouse. 
The case has created 


more excitement than any known heie 
since Tom O'Brien murdered lie t tie 
Shea. 


Shipp's friends from Midway were 


present in large numbers, and one 
brought him a large bouquet of roses, 
which was handed to him in the court- 
room. For a while the authorities 
feared the negroes would lynch Shipp. 


BIG FIGURES 


In a Deed Signed for Record In Grand 


Form, N. D., Yesterday. 


GRAND FORES, N. 1)., April 12.—A 


deed signed by M. W. Feet and wife 
has recently been filed for record in 
which the consideration named was 
$3,500,000. It transfers the system oi 
elevators and warehouses, fifty-three 
in number, scattered along the line oi 
the Northern Pacific in North Dakota 
and Minnesota and certain lands in 
St. Louis county, Minn., to the Con- 
solidated Elevator Co., a corporation 
organized under the laws of West Vir- 
ginia. The line of warehouses, which 
were in the hands of a receiver for 
some time, were transferred in Novem- 
ber, 1894, by Receiver Forbes to Mr.

Baxter, executor of the Robert Louis 
Stevenson estate, arrived here Thurs- 
day from Samoa, en route to England 
with the manuscript of the novelist's 
last work, which he intends to have 
published.

third of "Weir of Hermiston," the 
work Stevenson was engaged on to the 
day of his death; a series of monthly 
letters on life in Samoa sent to Sidney 
Colville, of the British museum, 
small book of fables and letters to 
children are among the unpublished 
works.

OFFICIALLY MHOUICED FROIJIP1I, 


The Agreement Likely to be Signed To- 


Day—Russia'* Fine Italian Hand la » 


the Negotiation*—Japan Witt 


Grant Concessions. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—Official ad- 


vices received here from Japan indi- 
cate that an understanding has been 
reached between the Japanese and Chi- 
nese plenipotentiaries, and that the 
news of the definite conclusion of a 
treaty of peace may be looked for at 
any moment. 


Great satisfaction is expressed here 


at the information that the peace nego- 
tiations have been practically con- 
cluded eight day* before the time fixed 
for the termination of the armistice. 


The exact particulars of the proposed 


terms of settlement could not be 
earned, but it is understood that in re- 
sponse to the urgent and repeated re- 
quests of the Chinese plenipotentiary 
[or an abatement of the demands orig- 
inally made, the Japanese plenipoten- 
tiaries have granted important conces- 
sions. 


So far as can be learnad a formal 


treaty has not been signed, but will 
be, 
probably, 
to-day. Meanwhile 


there is a possibility that Li Hung 
Chang, the Chinese representative, 
may object at the last moment and an- 
other postponement occur. This is re- 
garded, however, as only a possibility 
and not a probability, inasmuch as the 
plenipotentiaries have devoted a fort- 
night to their work, and the conclu- 
sions have been reached after the 
most careful and deliberate considera- 
tion. 


It is believed that among the conces- 


sions made by the Japanese has been a 
decrease in the amount of indemnity 
demanded, and this is their principal 
compromise. When the signature of 
Li Hung Chang shall have been affixed 
to the treaty peace will be formally 
declared. The Chinese viceroy was 
clothed with plenary powers when he 
went to Shomonoseki, and any action 
taken by him, therefore, is definitive. 


With the prospect of the immediate 


conclusion of a treaty of peace be- 
tween China and Japan, the utter- 
ances of the St. Petersburg Novoe 
Vremya, threatening opposition by 
land and sea if Great Britain should 
accede to Japan's demands in regard 
to Manchuria and Corea, excite only 
quiet laughter in well-informed cir- 
cles. The fact that the Novoe Vremya 
is the semi-official organ of Russia 
tends simply to discredit these utter- 
ances the more strongly. Such utter- 
ances, it is said, are often made by 
this organ advisedly, the purpose be- 
ing to disguise Russia's real inten- 
tions. China is hoping that the in- 
tervention may yet save her humilia- 
tion. 
If Russia should 
interfere, 


the other powers would naturally hold 
aloof. 
What more likely then, it 


is asked, than that Russia would 
throw out an intimation that she will 
oppose Japan, and as a result of these 
intimations preserve the balance be- 
tween all parties until Japan shall 
have forced China to accept her terms? 
In other words, Russia's sudden change 
of front is regarded as a "bluff" well 
understood by Japan and thoroughly 
satisfactory to her. 


The independence of Corea is strongly 


desired by Russia, and it has been 
known from the first that such a con- 
clusion would be very gratifying to 
the czar's government. With Corea 
entirely freed from the domination 
of China, Russia can easily secure 
a 
seaport 
on 
the 
northeastern 


coast of the Hermit kingdom, as the 
terminus of her great military rail- 
way which is now building through 
Siberia. The natural terminus of this 
great road would be at Vladivostock, 
which is situated in the extreme south- 
ern part of Siberia on the Japanese 
sea. 
The harbor at Vladivostoek, 


however, is filled with ice, six, and not 
infrequently eight months of theyear. 
It is necessary, therefore, that the 
road should have another terminus 
which will be open to navigation un 
interruptedly. 
Such a place is port 


Lazareth, 100 miles south of Vladivo- 
stock, and which is also located on the 
Japanese sea. 


With Corea free to make treaties 


with the outside world and to manage 
her internal affairs after her own 
fashion, it will be easy, it is believed, 
for Russia to arrange so tha"t her Sibe- 
rian road may be extended to Port 
Lazareth. 
This being accomplished 


Russia has but one other interest in 
the pending war. 


Russia, it is said, would look with 


•trong disfavor upon the occupation 
by Japan of the province of Manchu- 
ria. A glance at the map will show 
that this province projects, wedge- 
like, northward from China in such a 
way as to make a transit of southern 
Siberia necessary through this prov- 
ince. So long as a weak nation like 
China controls Manchuria, it cannot 
be a menace to Russia's interests. 
Falling into the possession of a strong 
military power like Japan, it might 
become very important from a military 
and commercial standpoint, and for 
this reason Russia would not permil 
its occupation hy the latter country. 
It is for this reason also, presuma- 
bly, that the terms of peace between 
China and Japan do not affect China's 
territory except as to Port Arthur, 
which is many hundred miles to the 
south of the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li, and 
where Japan's control will be limited 
to a few square miles only.
